UNIVESSITIES. 


7 BE report of the Annual Conference of 
the Universities of Great Britain and 
Treland, published by the Universities 
Bureau of the British Empire, Russell 
square, London, is an interesting and 
instructive document. Two subjects were 


discussed—‘‘ The» general standard ol 
attainment requi for admission to a 
University course, and, in relation 


thereto, the curricula of the last two years 
of school prior to entrance to the 
University’; and “ The Study of Biology 
in the Universities.’’ 

During the discussion on these topics 
some hard things were s#id about the out- 
look of those who direct secondary schools, 
An Oxford zoologist pointed out that, of 
the twenty-two students now at that 
University reading for an Honours Degree 
in Zoology and Comparative Anatomy, only 
one sonld translate German, and not one 
half-dozen could be trusted to get the 
right sense out of a French scientific 
paper. It was pointed out that it is not 
the business of the University to give 
elementary instruction of that kind. As

Nature 
seems to have been at a stand-still for the 
last few days, as though, by taking 
advantage of the sunny weather, she is 
trying to cheat autumn of her due. One 
is reminded how, in March, when the 
first crop of fresh, green leaves appears 
on the trees, winter, making a dying 
effort, succeeds in bringing them withered 
to the ground. 


Autumn Cints. 


We are grateful for this, as it were, 
extension of summer. LBesides ‘‘ shorten- 
ing the winter,” it allows nature to 
slow. up in_ her process of transforming 
the leaves from green to brown, thus 
giving us opportunity to admire the 
variety of tints with which she has 
bedecked herself. The countryside is 
resplendent in colours, ranging from all 
the shades of green, through yellows of 
golden and coppery hues, to deep shades 
of purple.

The tree 
whose leaves first commence to turn brown 
is the horse-chestnut; and lime, beech, 
elm, poplar and sycamore quickly follow 
suit. The ash lingers behind, as though 
loth to part with a verdure that will soon 
be monopolised by evergreens and 
coniferous trees.

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| A School on Wheels. 


A school teacher, who has just returned 
from a visit to Canada, tells me of an 
interesting and successful educational 
experiment which has been tried there. 
This is the “ school on wheels,’’ a trainful 
of teachers, who penetrate to the most 
remote parts of Eastern Canada, bringing 
cheer and enlightenment to the families 
of isolated farmers and trappers. Three 
years ago some of the railway companies 
presented free coaches, the Department of 
Education suppled equipment, and the 
train started off on its 150-mile beat, halt- 
ing from three to six days at certain 
sidings, while the children assembled from 
miles around to attend school. Then 
home-work was set in anticipation of the 
next visit, six or eight months later. 
Night schools are held for the parents, 
who vie with the children in_ their 
enthusiasm over this new interest which 
has entered their lives, bringing them into 
contact with the outside world. As 
examples of their keonness, my friend 
mentioned the case of two yorng boys who 
came forty miles by themselves, pitched 
their tent near the school, and lived there 
the whole winter, fending for themselves. 
Another boy packed a hamper with 
a week's supply of food, and paddled 
downstream for thirty-two mii¢s to attend 
the travelling school.

A correspondent writes :—Recently when 
staying at Listowel I took the ‘bus to the 
neighbouring seaside resort, Ballybunion, 
and there found a curious industry. 
As I walked along the beautiful 
shore the smell of boiling fish was 
wafted to my _ wnostrils, and = on 
coming closer I found an old fisherman 
mixing: in an ugly bucket a queer 
substance, and I at once thought of the 
witches in that scene in “ Macheth.’’ In 
conversation with him I learnt that a 
few fishermen make some money through 
boiling the blubber of seals caught in the 
well-known caves of : Ballvbunion. At 
certain stages of the tide the seals swim 
in there and are easily captured by the 
fishermen, who take them by setting nets 
at the mouth of the caves, as many 
trappers catch rabbits. Back en the sea- 
shore a huge fire is lichted and the valu- 
able parts of the seal are boiled. The oil thus 
obtained is bottled and sold for as much as 
7s. 6d. It is claimed that this fluid is a 
sure cure for rheumatism and all kindred 
ailments.

BELFAST, Thursday. 

HE suggestion that a free port should 

be established in Dublin has natur- 
ally created a great deal of interest im 
Belfast, and developments. will, be care- 
fully considered by the authorities respon- 
sible for the Northern harbour. With the 
passage of the years the volume of traffic 
passing through Belfast harbour is ever 
increasing, and even this week a substan- 
tial advance in ténnage has been reported 
over the corresponding period of the last 
twelve months. Anything, therefore, that 
tended to retard progress and growth 
would be viewed with anxiety. It was 
stated at the Dublin meetin;; tbat the 
immediate result of the expeditious 
handling of ships and cargoes, favouring 
a free port, would be that lower freights 
would be accepted to and from Dublin 
than in competing ports like Belfast. 
Liverpool and Glasgow, and that the 
Southern merchants would aiso be in a 
favoured position regarding tlie sampling, 
vepacking, blending. sorting and manipa- 
lation of goods, without restriction, at an 
economic cost. This is all very illu- 
‘inating, and, if anything comes of the 
proposal, no doubt the Northern Govern- 
ment and the Harbour Commissioners will 
do all in their power to protect the 
interests of Belfast. 

Perhaps, there may be something in Mr. 
C. McGlouchlin’s observation that a free 
port for Dublin would benefit the foreigner 
more than it would the trade and aagri- 
culture of this country, but that question 
may be safely left to the experts to deter- 
mine. In any case such ideas serve to 
show that the Free State is 3ot asleep to 
the industrial situation. and that there is 
vision “nd enterprise south o. the border.

A HELPFUL SCHEM:z. 


Satisfactory reports have been received 
relative. to the working of the scheme 
which was inaugurated early 11 the year 
for the relief of exceptional distress in 
Belfast, as the result of negotiations 
between the Ministry of Home Affairs, the 
(Corporation and the Board cf Guardians.

It does its work in a 
quiet, unostentatious way, being, as 
Colonel Charley observed, a “silent 
service.”

The Free State Intoxicating Liquor Com- 
mission rested its sitting yesterday morning 
in the Royal College of Physicians, Kildare 
street, Dublin, Me. John J. Horgan, solici- 
tor (Chairman),.presided, and the other mem- 
bers present were:—NSenator Mrs. Costello, 
Sir James Craig, I.D., M.D.; the Rev. J. 
O'Flanagan, ph; Mr. J. J. McElligott; 
Senators J. 1. O'Farrell, and R. Wilson, and 
Mr. 8, Murphy, T.D. 

Mr. George P. Cussen, Senior Metropolitan 
District Justice, was the first witness. In 
regard to “' spl heurs; - he said that from 
his experience, and from inquiries which he 
had made, he formed the opinion that the 
provisions of the 1927 Liquor Act in that 
respect had had most excellent ‘results in 
Dublin, for which he was in a position to 
speak, as distinct from the rur@Padistricts, 
with the conditions in which he had no offi- 
cial acquaintance. It had effected a reduction 
in the consumption of drink, and had in. 
creased the earning powers of, the community. 
Prior to the enforcement of that provision, a 
great deal of time was spent by wage-earners 
in bars after having received their wages, but 
now they had to leave when the closing hour 
arrived, 

Answering the Chairmgn—-Mr Cussen said 
that he was more concerned with the reten- 
tion of that clause than with the other restric- 
tions in the 1927 Act. He thought, however, 
that there should be a modification of Section 
13, under which drink at a meal could not be 
consumed unless it vras supplied before 2.30 
p.m. That restrictyon, he thought, was too 
strict, and ought te be abolished. 

, OPPRESSIVE ON THE POOR. 

The Chairman expressed his agreement with 
the view of the witness to a certain extent, 
but he did not agree with him in another 
way, as it would amount to having one law 
for the rich and another for the poor. Some 
of the publichouses, he said, were in the 
habit of giving meals at a reasonable rate, 
and he did not think that they could be ruled 
out if they were to deal with the question as 
suggested by the witness. He agreed with Mr. 
Cussen, that the section was a little bit 
on the absurd side, but they could not re- 
commend special legislation in a matter of 
this kind, and he wished to know from the 
witness how he proposed to deal with the 
situation. . 

Mr. Cussen said that he did not think that 
anyone could deny that what the Chairman 
stated was correct—that the restriction was 
more oppressive upon the poor than on the 
1ich ; but im connection with the closing pro- 
vision in the afternoon public-houses could 
get a restaurant certificate if the proprietors 
could show that they were mainly engaged in 
the sale of food. That condition, however, 
would cut out a great many public-houses. 

The Chairman—What' you say would 
answer my objection. 

The witness explained that he wished to 
point out that at present to obtain that 
certificate the applicant should prove that he 
received more money for food than for drink 
in connection with the restaurant. He 
suggested the removal of that clause. 

The Chairman said that the Guards did not 
want the present law altered. He would like 
to have the witness's view in regard to the 
exemption order area. 

Mr. Cussen said that be had made inquiries 
fn regard to the operation of Section 16, and 
the granting of exemption orders upon special 
occasions on Sundays, and he feared that it 
would be very difficult for the owners of 
licensed premises and for the Guards to 
enforce compliance with the bona-fide law 
where large crowds were collected. He 
realised that on certain occasions it would be 
desirable that a justice in a county borough 
should have power to alter the hours during 
which drink might be sold in county 
boroughs like Dublin, say, by substituting 
4 to 7 p.m. fr 2 to 5 p.m. In that case, 
flhowever, he thought that the application 
should not be entertained unless it was pre- 
sented through the Superintendent of the 
Civic Guard in the particular district. 

ST. PATRICK'S DAY. 

In dealing wiih the St. Patrick's Day 
restriction, the witness said that the hours 
of opening and closing upon that day, and 
u bank holidays, should be 
similar to those of Sundays. Personally, he 
thought that it was a reflection upon our 
national character to separate the conditions 
on Sundays and bank holidays from those on 
St. Patrick's Day by ordering the total clos- 
ing of public-houses on St. Patrick’s Day, 
and thereby obviously insinuating that there 
was more temptation to exceed the bounds 
of sobriety upon that day than on any other 
bank holiday. 

The Chairman—You think that old idea is 
departed ”? 

Witness—I have no doubt at all about it. 

The Chairman—This year the day fell upon 
a Sunday, and were there any abnormal! con- 
ditions upon that condition? 

Mr. Cussen—-No. The first Monday in 
August was a bank holiday and the houses 
were open, and the conditions arising upon 
that day and St. Patrick’s Day were about 
the same. If anything, the cases of drunken- 
ness in the Courts were less than those that 
followed the August bank holiday. 

The Chairman—I agree with you, that the 
Sunday closing hours should apply to all 
bank holidays, 

Mr, Cussen said that he could see no ob- 
jection to the transfer of a licence from one 
set of premises to another if the Justice, after 
he had heard the views of the Guards and 
the residents in the locality where it was pro- 

to transfer the licence, raised no ob- 
jection. 

The Chairman—You have no objection to 
transferring a licence, say, from a slum to a 
betier-class district, where there was no other 
licensed house’—None, but as such would 
mean a monetary gain to the licensed trader, 
I suggest that provision might be made for 
ES to the funds of the Saorstat of a 
sudstantial sum based, say, on the difference 
between the valuation of the old and the new 
premises. 

DECREASE OF DRUNKENNESS. 

Answering the Rev. Father Flanagan, the 
Wwittiess said that in recent years there was a 
remarkable diminution in the charges of 
drunkenness in the Dublin District Court. In 
Uctober, 1872, there were 47 charges of 
drunkenness in one day, while at the present 
time the average was four or five per day. 

Mr, Cussen expressed the opinion that the 
good effects of the sit hour in the county 
horoughs would be increased if it was extended 
to two hours, and fixed from 3 to 5 p.m. 

“ir James Craig—Although you say that 
there is no necessity for extending exemption 
orders to the county boroughs, you realise 
that on certain occasions such exemptions are 
desirable ?. -Ves. 

| think it is hard lines on people attending 
football matches to be sent home at 5 o'clock 
on Sundays without getting any food—I am 
not referring so much to drink, but to the 
Class that frequents public-houses for food cs 
Well as drink. De you agree with one of the 
temperance Wwitnesses..that «if, on these 
occasions, the hours of opening were changed 
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from 2 to 5 p.m. to, say, ó to 6 or 4 to 7, 
there would be a considerable number of 
drunken motor-drivers on the roads Eoing 
home ’—I should say not. As a matter of 
fact, the class of people driving motor curs 
could have the drink in the cars with them. 
and they would not worry whether the public- 
houses opened or not. 

Sir James Craig—Do you drive a motor cr 
yourself? flanghter.| You are not satisfied 
with the statement made here that the 
majority of Dublin motor-drivers on these 
days are driving around the city drunk ?-— Nan, 
Answering Senator O'Farrell, Mr. Cussen 
said that there were no more cases of 
drunkenness before the metropolitan Justices 
after St. Patrick’s Day than after any bank 
holiday, and as St. Patrick's Day fell on a 
Sunday last year the houses were open fer 
Sunday hours. 

Then your experience is that there is no 
truth in the suggestion that the opening of 
the public-houses on St. Patrick’s Day would 
result in an orgy of drowning the shamrock ? 
I am satisfied that it would not. 

INCREASED SOBRIETY, 

_ In further evidence, Mr. Cussen said that, 
in his opinion, the increased sobriety of 
Dublin was due to (1) the increase in the price 
of drink, (2) the restrictive provisions of the 
1924 Act, supervision by the Gardi of licensed 
premises, and improvement by the licensed 
trade in the management of their houses. In 
this connection, he thought that legislation 
might be introduced. to empower Justices to 
make a special order that a conviction should 
not be recorded where there were extenuat- 
ing circumstances and where the offence was 
trivial. 
The Chairman thanked Mr. Cussen for his 
evidence, which, he said, was most valuable 
and helpful. 

TOTAL ABSTINENCE VIEWS. 
The Very Rev. Joseph Flinn, S.J., said 
that he represented the Catholic “Total 
Abstinence Federation, the Father Mathew 
Union, and the Pioneer Total Abstinence As 
sociation. They were there under protest, 
as they did not think that the Commigsion 
should be called together at all. 
The Chairman—The Commission is not ‘here 
at its own desire. We were called together 
by the Minister for Justice, and are perform. 
ing a public duty. 

Father Flinn said that he was thoroughly 
in favour of the ‘‘split’’ hour, and, though 
it had done a lot of good, it inconvenienced 
the public in no way. It would have been 
more eliective had it been extended to two 
hours, as the late Mr. Kevin O'Higgins de- 
sired. | 

As regards the Sunday opening, he would 
prefer the hours to remain as they are, rather 
than that power should be given to alter 
them so as to open from 3 to 6 or from 4 to 
7 p.m. He still contended that Sunday clos- 
ing was the only way to end the abuse. 

. Father Flinn went on to say that he wished 
to dissociate himself from the statement made 
the previous day by a witness against the 
Gaelic Athletic Association. . do net 
know,’ he added, ‘‘ what temperance party 
he spoke on behalf cf, but certainly not for 
any of the bodies I represent. I have had 
an intimate association with the G.A.A., and 
I know that it stands for temperance.” 

The Chairman—I think that the statement 
was absurd on the face of it. To my know- 
ledge, it is one of the biggest forces for 
sobriety and temperance in the country. 

Father Flinn—My Association never said 
that it was otherwise. We know that for 
years it has been a strong temperance party. 

The Rev. Father Ryan—The statement is 
attributed to me, and I did not say anything 
about that. I said: If it was true that the 
G.A.A. refused to go to Cork——~ 

The Chairman—W hat was said by you was 
that in certain places the G.A.A. conspired 
with the publicans. 

Father Ryan—lI did not attribute— 

Phe Chairman—I am not going into that 
controversy. What you said is in the news- 
papers to-day. 

Mr. Wigham also dissociated himself from 
the remarks referring to the G.A.A. | 

Father Flinn, continuing his evidence. said 
that he did not think that the Police Court 
charges were a true index of the amount of 
drunkenness in the country. He thought that 
there were one hundred cases of drunkenness 
outside for every one brought before 
Justice. 

Replying to Sir James Craig. the witness 
said that he desired to see St. Patrick’s áis 
kept “ dry,” because he did not, want 
it, desecrated. 

. ELEMENT OF COST. 

Sir James Craig—You believe that the 
country will revert to the old method of cele 
brating the day if Sanday conditions 
allowed to prevail?—Yes, if drink 
cheaper. 

If it does not, are you still afraid’ 
but. of course, not to the same extent. 

The Chairman- ~There is a young veneration 
growing up, and I think that they have an 
entirely different outlook on this matter. ] 
think the idea that St. Patrick's Day should 
be celebrated in a “wet” 
altogether. 

Sir James Craig— The: younger generation 
have an entirely different view-point gener- 
ally on the question of drink. 

The Chairman—No one should know that 
better than Sir James. The medical student 
of the present day is different to the one of 
many years ago. 

On the subject of catering for crowds at- 
tending hurling and football matches in 
Dublin on Sundays, Father Flinn said that at 
a recent match it was stated that there were 
40,000 persons present in Croke Park. but of 
these, according to the figures which ap 
peared in a newspaper, only aboat 17,000 
were visitors to the city. He thought that, 
taking into account those who would visit 
friends or who had made provision for re 
freshments, only about 10,000 required to be 
catered for, and the restaurants, if given 
reasonable notice, would have no difficulty in 
dealing with that number. : 


GROCERS’ ASSISTANTS’ VIEWS. 
Mr.. Forde, General Secretary of the 
Grocers’ Assistants’ Trade Union. said that 
they believed that the hour’s closing from 
2.530 to 35.20 was a great hardship to their 
members, because since the passing of thie 
Act of 1927 there had been a reduction in the 
number of. assistants employed in the 
County Borough of Dublin of about 190 men, 
or 18.5 “- cent. of the total number then 
employed, Of this number at least 15 per 
cent. were unemployed as a direct result of 
the mid-day closing. 
The effect of the closing on the general 
health of the men had been very serious. 
Most men were now compelled to have dinner 
during the hour. Owing to the time 
necessary for the closing of shops and clearing 
up and heing back in time to open, only 
about forty minutes was left for men to get 
their meal As most assistants were living 
out, it was almost impossible to get iheir 
dinner at all. They. therefore, recommended 
the abolition of the hour's closing, and 
suggested as an alternative that the houses 
be closed at 9 p.m. T 
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They were opposed to 
any change in the Sunday cpening hours, 
and to the application to the county boroughs 
of the Sunday exemption orders clause. 
They were of opinion (tat there should te 
nd aiteration in the closing of the public 
houses on St. Patrick s Dav. With Christmas 
Vay and Good Friday this was the only 
bank holiday enjoved by the assistants. They 
would be glad if the licensed houses were 
closed in the county boroughs on St. Stephen a

CRAFTS.

Increasing interest is being manifested. in 
the Waterford exhibition as the days go by. 
Large crowds continue to attend daily and 
nightly, and. so successful has been the ven- 
ture that the promoters have now decided, 
by special request, to extend it till to- 
morrow evening. Demoustrations of wire- 
less, vacuum cleaners, and of the uses ol 
electricity are given daily, while the Shan- 
non mode] may be seen in the basement of 
the Town Halli. 

One of the most interesting exhibits and 
one which attracts large crowds is that of 
the Waterford Central Technical Institute. 
Here special stress is laid on technica] educa- 
tion, in arts, as well as in crafts. Remarkably 
beautiful examples of the pupils’ work are 
shown in Sheraton style cabinets, tables and 
bookcases, all beautifully finished and 
polished. 

Oil paintings, water colour drawings, 
plaster mó from life, pen and ink sketches, 
etc., are prominent in the art section, whilst 
metal work, woodcraft, fretwork, wood 
panelling and machine drawing are indica- 
tive of what is being done in the trades pre- 
paratory schools. 

Needlework, embroidery, and cooking are 
also well represented 

Samples of Waterford made beers, ales 
and stout are being shown, and all barrels 
containing the samples are manufactured in 
local cooperages, whilst barley is shown as 
raised in Irish counties. 

Builders’ materials, church erection, meta! 
casting, stone dressing are displayed by local 
builders, while the making of brick from 
original clay to finished product is demon 
strated. 

Choicest specimens of Waterford bacon, 
hams and lard are shown. 

Of historic and modern 
Harbour Commissioners’ stall, 
displays models’ of modern ships 
trading with Waterford. In con 
trast are pictures of old Waterford 
sailing schooners, Alexander, Martha, and 
Rapid, captained by the hard-fisted, hard- 
swearing skippers of the type so ably por- 
trayed by Clarke Russell. There are ships 
of pre-modern times, such as s.s. Clara, 
built in 1868, and the old paddle steamer, 
s.s. Kilkenny, whose maximum steam pres- 
sure was 10lb., reminiscent of the days when 
steam as a marine power was in its infancy 
here, and when it was regarded as an 
auxiliary to sails rather than as a primary 
motive power. 

Interesting facts are also given at this stall, 
as for instance: 400,000 tons cargo and over 
200,000 animals are annually exported and im- 
ported at the port; £125,000 is paid annually 
in wages, or £2,500 weekly.

DEBT OF £6,000 ON THE 
BUILDING. 


The second day of the sale of work in 
aid of the Dublin Seamen’s Institute was 
opened by Lady HolmPatrick in the Metro- 
politan Hall yesterday. 

Lady HolmPatrick said that the Institute 
was opened in 1921 as a memorial to the 
victims of the Leinster, and as a tribute to 
the war service of the men of the Mercantile 
Marine. The memory of those dreadful 
years was a sufficient reason for helping and 
maintaining the Institute. There was a 
debt of £6,000 on the building itself, and 
an annual deficit of some £150 on running 
expenses, Since all classes, creeds, and 
nationalities are assisted by the Institute, it 
is every one’s business to help. (Applause.) 

Captain Webb, R.N.R., Harbour Master 
of Dublin, in introducing Lady HolmPatrick, 
recalled that the former Institute, a “‘ little 
corrugated iron shack,’* was burned down 
in 1916. The site of both that and the 
present institute was once occupied by a 
publichouse named the American Bar, a

INDIA’S. EDUCATION 
PROBLEM. 


THE HARTOG. REVIEW. 


-“- 


The Times to-day reÍers 'to the review 
of the growth of. education in British 
India, which it deseribes as a document 
of unusual interest and importance. It 
observes :—The official report, extensively 
quoted in the Hartog review, produces the 
impression that—outside . the Punjab, 
where real progress has been made— 
Indian secondary and. higher edacation js 
yecovering rather slowly from the bad 
tradition which emanated from Calcutta. 
The Education Departments of the pro- 
vincia] Governments are clearly dissatis- 
fied with the results of their attempts to 
improve the curriculum and teaching in 
the secondary schools. In many of the 
private schools the old evils persist,’ and 
are enhanced by the teachers’ imsecurity 
of tenure and irregular, or inadequate, 
pay; but, if the instruction. of the 
‘‘masses,”’ rather than of the “classes,” 
is henceforth to be the chief educational 
aim of the Indian provincral “Govern- 
ments, they will have to remodel their 
present system. 

Waste and inefficiency are widespread. 
It is a depressing picture, and all the 
more so when it is retmenibered that educa- 
tion became a transferred subject tn 1920, 
and since then has been confided to Indian 
Ministers and to increasingly Indianised 
educational staffs. As the Hartog Com- 
mittee admit with regret, the divorce 
between the: Central Government. of India 
and education is almost. complete. 

But, if primary education in, a 
part of India is manifestly in bad 
what can be said for the | suggestion. 
apparently made in several passages of 
the report, that universal compulsory 
primary education should be the goal of 
the Indian Provincial Governments? The 
ideal is attractive. It appeals especially 
to those who believe that electoral eapa- 
city depends upon literacy—a_ theory 
which does not command universal assent. 
It appeals on less general grounds to the 
Indian Ministers in charge of this 
‘‘ nation-building ” department in each 
Provincial Government, who are laudably 
anxious to produce important results in 
the shortest time possible. But though 
other passages cmphasise the need for 
caution in educational planning, and de 
scribe the numerous obstacles to the 
‘expansion ” of primary education, the 
impression may, be given that universal 
compulsory edueation is a goal “ within 
the reach of at least the wealthier pro- 
vinees of. India.”’ 

All the relevant. facts enumerated in the 
report point to the contrary conclusion— 
namely, that the whole system of primary 
education in ‘most’ provinces of: Indra 
requires a thorough and costly overhau! ; 
that, if educational reform is to be intro- 
duced, contraction must precede expan- 
sion; and that, givén the recent history 
of education in India, the attempt. to 
achieve universal compulsory edutation im 
a hurry may in practice perpetuate the 
sacrifice of quality to quantity of educa- 
tion—to impressive and misleading statis-

tary s report, Mr. Lemass, T.D., referred to 
the increase in the Fianna Fail vote in the 
two bye-elections which took place during the 
year, in Sligo-Leitrim and North Dublin 
and said that if support for Fianna Fail had 
similarly increased in other constituencies the 
party would secure a majority at the next 
general election. Deputies should not, how- 
ever, think that the only thing that they had 
to do was to sit back and wait until victory 
came along. The results achieved in the 
past year were only achieved after very hard 
work, and if they wanted to hold the position 
which they had secured, and to.improve it, 
a continuation of that hard work was neces- 
sary. 

The objects of Fianna Fail would not be 
realised when they secured a majority. Their 
first duty was to establish a republican form 
of government in this country in their time. 
A victory at the polls would be only the first 
step in achieving that aim. The most diffi- 
cult and most strenuous part of their work 
would arise after that victory. 

ATTENDANCE IN THE DAIL, 

In the discussion which following the at- 
tendance of Fianna Fail members at the divi- 
sions in the Dail, and their failure to take 
advantage of opportunities offered was 
criticised at considerable length by delegates. 

Mr. Hogan (Dublin) said he had seen no 
answer to the charge made by Mr. J. T. 
O'Connell, leader of the Labour Party, that 
had the Fianna Fail deputies been present, 
the Government would have been overthown 
on several divisions during the last session. 

Another delegate said that the bad attend. 
ance in the Dail of some members during the 
year was directly responsible for the decrease 
in the number of cumainn (clubs) in certain 
areas. On the morning on which the leader 
of the pects was suspended from the Dail half 
of the Fianna Fail deputies were absent. 

A female delegate from Rathmines declared 
that the people were disgusted and dis- 
heartened at the manner in which deputies 
had absented themselves from the Dail, and 
were saying that such deputies were only 
job-hunters, who would not do an honest 
day’s work. They were dishonest in that 
they were drawing money for which they 
cave no service, and it was time that it was 
stopped. 

REASONS FOR ABSENCE. 

Mr. M. J. Kennedy, T.D., speaking as one 
of those deputies who had been reported for 
absence from the Dail without leave, said 
that when he went down to the Westmeath 
County Council and put an end to ‘the 
victimisation of Republican road-workers, he 
did ten times more for the nation than if 
he had been present in the Dail. Other 


unemployment caused to the unemployed and 
their families, and of the loss that it was 
to the whole community. 

THE PRODUCTION OF WEALTH. 

The 100,000 persons unemployed in Ireland, 
if distribyted between agricultural and manu- 
facturing occupations in the same proportions 
as the present’ working population, were cap- 
able of producing wealth to the amount of 
about £11.250,000 a vear if they took the 
output per person at the averages shown by 
the Free State census of production 
for industries and agriculture in 1926. 
Similarly, the 125.000 emigrants who 
left since the Census of 1926 would be capable 
of producing wealth sonually to the amount 
of 1 4,000,600, or, say, a surplus over the 
cost of their own maintenance of £6,500,000 
a vear. Thus, ignoring emigration before 
1926, they found that unemployment meant a 
gross loss to Ireland of £17,750,000 a year. 
Even this enormous sum was far from in- 
dicating the full amount that they were 
losing by unemployment; but it showed that, 
from a cold economic viewpoint, as well as 
from that of justice and humanity, the un. 
emplovment problem was eminently worth 
solving. 

The cure was available. They had still a 
very considerable home market both for 
agricultural and manufacturing products. If 
they were prepared to protect the home 
market for all commodities which could be 
produced economically at home. and to pro- 
vide adequate capital and efficient organisa- 
tion for their industries, the unemployment 
problem could be solved. 

Dealing with the administrative side, he 
said that they believed that a council of 
economic experts, possessing not merely the 
power to recommend protective duties, but 
also charged with the functions which had 
been unwisely withheld from the Tariff Com- 
mission. was needed—a council which in the 
economic struggle would serve as a head. 
quarters staff serves it in war. It reeded 
something more than the spare time, fitful 
Jabour of a trio of civil servants to direct its 
development. Their unemplovment, he sub- 
mitted, was the result not of resources, but 
of defective policy and inefficient organisa- 
tion. 

INCREASING HOME PRODUCTS. 

He calculated that over £34,000,000 worth 
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deputies were absent by reason of the fact 
that they were carrying the Republican 
banner, and were also doing good work for 
the country. Delegates should remember that 
this time twelve months the fifty-seven 
T.D.’s of Fianna Fail collected £105, for 
the new paper, and were absent from the Dail 
on many occasions for that pu v. “NA 
Fianna Fail member deliberately absented 
himself from the Dail 

_ Rev. Father Kelly, P.P. (Spiddal), said that 
it was the first duty of their T.D.’s to he 
present in the Dail when it was sitting, By 
absenting themselves T.D.’s were creating the 
impression throughout the country that the 
party did not want “ to get there, but was 
content with just “‘hanging-on.” — 

“ THE CREST OF THE WAVE.” 

Mr. Lemass, replying, said that it was 
sheer nonsense for anyone to say that the 
decline in the organisation was due to the 
fact that certain deputies could have done 
more work. In County Dublin, for instance, 
there was a very substantial decline in the 
number of cumainn, and yet the two deputies 
representing that area had the best record 
for attendance in the Dail. The organisa- 
tion was not declining: they were going 
forward on the crest of the wave; and there 
never was, since 1921, such a decided move- 
ment in their favour as took place last year. 

Mr. Fallon (North Dublin) moved that the 
report be referred back, with a view to 
getting an explanation from the deputies 
whose attendance had not been satisfactory. 

Mr. G. Boland, T.D. (Roscommon), pointed 
out that Dail members had to attend local 
Councils, and the party would have to decide 
whether they should allow 1.D.'s$ to go 
forward as candidates at elections to these 
local bodies in future. It was quite wrong 
to think that the Government could be 
defeated on a snap division. They could 
not, and the party had come to the conclu- 
sion that they could not be defeated in the 
Dail at present, because the Government 
could always put forward a ‘‘ no confidence ”’ 
motion. There were in the party no more 
than five members who were unsatisfactory in 
their attendances, but there was no great 
complaint against other members of the 
party. 

The motion to refer back was defeated, and 
the report was adopted.

THE PROFESSIONAL POLITICIAN. 

Mr. de Valera, referring to the attendance 
of members at the divisions, said that in that 
particular matter they could not be ab- 
solutely rigid unless they were prepared to 
face the alternative of having a party which 
would be composed entirely of what he might 
call professional politicians. If the proposi- 
tion was put forward that their T.D. s were 
not to be members of public bodies, he be- 
lieved that the Ard Feis, like the party 
itself, would be divided. While they should 
see to it that their representatives carried out 
their duties in the Dail, they should be slow 
to criticise without full knowledge of the 
facts. 

Replying to the suggestion that too much 
attention was being paid to the question of 
land annuities, he said that the money that 
was being sent out of Ireland every year was 
sufficient to finance completely an enterprise 
as large as the Shannon Scheme yearly. That 
would show them that their policy with 
regard to the annuities was justified. Further 
justification for it was to be found in the 
attitude of misrepresentation taken up by the 
Press and by persons in influential positions 
in regard to Fianna Fail’s policy. It was 
being represented as a policy of trying to 
default in just obligations. That was not 
their policy. Their programme in this respect 
had been already defined on numerous occa- 
sions. 

The resolutions forwarded by various 
Cumann in the country were then considered. 
THE PROVISION OF WORK, 

Mr. Lemass, on behalf of the National Ex- 
ecutive, moved that the Ard Feis assert its 
conviction that it was the duty of the State 
to provide the opportunity of work for all its 
ablebodied population; that the Ard Feis 
pledge the members of all cumainn not to 
purchase foreign goods if Irish goods were 
available; and that in order to meet the im- 
mediate problem State schemes of work on 
housing, land reclamation, coast defence, 
afforestation and road and bridge construction 
end repairs should be immediately proceeded 
with, 

Mr. wemass added that if they got the 
declared supporters of their organisation to 
give voluntary support to Irish goods a very 
considerable easement in unemployment would 
result. 

The resolutions were adopted. 

OTHER RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolutions were passed (1) expressing 
satisfaction’ with the progress made in the 
campaign for the retention of the land 
annuities in Ireland, and urging the National 
Council to pursue this campaign with um 
abated vigour; and (2) describing as shameful 
the manner in which the Gaeltacht, whose 
inhabitants, because of their inability to find 
work, were fleeing the country, was treated, 
and urging the Fianna Fail deputies to do 
everything possible to improve the fishing and 
other industries in that area and to put the 
recommendations of the Gaeltacht Commission 
into operation, 

Mr. Cormac Breathnach, moving the latter 
resolution, expressed the opinion that the 
(jovernment had no intention of doing any. 
thing for the Gaeltacht. They were going 
back on what they did for the language at 
first. Recently persons were appointed to the 
iducation Office who had no knowledge of 
Irislu This was causing dissatisfaction among 
the teachers, who felt they were being forced 
to learn Irish, while others were not com 
pelled to do so. 

A resolution was also adopted viewing with 
alarm the continued iii oí the sea 
fisheries by the Government, and their con- 
sequent, deplorable devay, and calling on their 
T.D.’s to press persistently for the early and 
effective protection and development of the 
fisheries 

The Feis, after the adjournment for tea, 
went into private session. 

The proceedings will be resumed at 11 
o'clock this morning.

MEDICAL MISSION’S COMING 
OF AGE. 


Addressing the annual meeting of the 
Women's Work Committee of the Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel, which was’ 
held at 35 Molesworth street, Dublin, yester- 
day, Canon A. L. Weodward, Chairman of 
the Home Organisation, said that woman's 
influence in the work of the Society was felt 
everywhere, and he thought especially of the 
women’s work when he said that Dublin’s 
contribution to the Society, in view of the 
difficulties which were experienced, was 
wonderfully geod and encouraging. 

Much of the money which was contributed 
to the Society, Canon Weodward said, was 
got from the very poor. A fund in connec- 
tion with the missionary work overseas, that 
had been very well supported, owed its 
existence to the thought and inspiration of a 
poor woman in a workhouse, who had sug- 
gested its establishment in a letter in which 
she enclosed five shillings. 

‘The speaker also referred to problems which 
faced the Home Organisation in the British 
Isles.

Woodward, the Rev. . K. Woodward, 
Secretary of the Society in Dublin, mentioned 
that the Society's medical missions came of 
age this year, and said that it would be a 
ood thing if Dublin could send £100 as a 
firthday gift. A generous layman, whose name 
he was not at liberty to disclose, had pro- 
mised to give £50 provided that another 
£50 was got elsewhere, and so he appealed 
for subseriptions. 

The day was also observed as a gift day. 
Mrs. H. Vere White (Limerick), who pre- 
sided at the meeting, received the gifts, and 
a gale of flowers and cakes took place before 
the gathertng dispersed.

A LOST BULL CHAIN. 


LABOURER’S ACTION FOR 
SLANDER. 


(BEFORE _ JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND

In an action of Richard Murphy, a 
labourer, of Donanore, New Ross, against 
Miss Anastasia “gann i. of Lacken, New 
Ross, the plaintiff appealed against the deci- 
sion of Circuit Court Judge Doyle, dismissing 
his action for damages against the defendant 
for alleged slander. 

Mr. Spain (instructed by Mr. T. J. Kelly), 
who appeared for the plaintiff and appellant, 
said that previous to the time when the 
words complained of were spoken his client 
had been in the employment of the defend- 
ant. in June, 1926, when the plaintiff was 
in the employment of another farmer in the 
neighbourhood, the defendant came to the 
house, and, in the presence of the brother 
of the plaintiff's employer, accused the plain- 
tiff of having stolen a chain, which, she said, 
he took from her bull's nose. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—He ought to get a 
Victoria Cross for that. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Spain—It was a very gallant deed, 
whoever did it; but she accused my client

In reply to the Court, counsel said that 
the Ciremt Court Judge took the view that 
the words were not actionable. 

Mr. Matheson (instructed by Messrs. 
Huggard, Brennan and Godfrey), who 
appeared for the defendant, submitted that 
there was no imputation of a criminal offence 
in the words. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that this was an 
absolutely trivial case, and he thought it was 
open to the Circuit Court Judge to hold that 
the words spoken did not impute a criminal! 
offence and dismiss the action. 

Mr. Justice Hanna agreed. 

The appeal accordingly was dismissed.

GALWAY MAN'S CLAIM. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

The plaintiff in the case of Mr. James J. 
Ward, garage proprietor, vf Eyre square, 
Galway, against Eolonel Austin Brennan, 
appealed from a judgment of the Circuit 

Court Judge dismissing his claim for 
damages against the defendant for the alleged 
wrongful conversion by the defendant to his 
own use of one pair of Zeiss field glasses, 
which the plaintiff said that he lent to him 
in 1922, and which the defendant refused to 
return. The defence was that the glasses 
had been returned to the plaintiff. 


Mr. J. J. Mooney (instructed by 
Mr. Henry St. J. Blake), who appeared 
for the plaintiff and appellant, said 


that the glasses were lent to the defend- 
ant when he was in charge of Free State 
troops in Galway in 1922, at a time when 
there was trouble with the irregulars. Colone] 
Brennan now, he understood, was in charge 
of the guard at Leinster House. The plain- 
tiff did not get his glasses back. 

It was stated in the evidence that the 
defendant gave instructions to his orderly to 
return the glasses; that his orderly informed 
him that he had done so, and that the de- 
fendant had no reason to doubt that his 
orderly had done so. The Circuit Court 
Judge held on the evidence that before the 
defendant left Galway in 1922 he had bona 
fide satisfied himself that the glasses had 
been returned. 

The Court did not call on Mr. Casey, who 
(instructed by Messrs. Browne and McCann) 
appeared for the defendant. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he was of 
cpinion that the Circuit Court Judge rightly 
came to the conclusion that the evidence did 
not establish an absence of care on the part 
of Colonel Brennan such as would entitle the 
plaintiff to a decree against him for the loss 
of the glasses. He held that the action of the 
Circuit Court Judge in dismissing the action 
was right. 

Mr. Justice Hanna agreed. In determining 
what measure of obligation there was on 
Colonel Brennan, his lordship must, speaking 
for himself, have regard to the fact that 
Colonel Brennan did not seek the loan of 
these glasses, but that Mr. Ward rather 
pressed them upon him to use them during a 
very disturbed period.

Continuing his opening argument, Mr. 
Jellett explained the operation of the various 
rules, and said that the Stewards had power 
under the rules to impose a fine of 40 guineas 
upon the respondent, being one guinea for 
each horse entered on his list. 

Chief Justice—As a matter of contract? 

Mr. Jellett—As a matter of contract. It 
is all a matter of contract from start to 
finish. The Stewards under the powers they 
possessed could have fined him 40 guineas, 
but for some incidental consideration 
apparently they decided to limit the sum 
to £50. sat 
Coming to his last proposition, with refer- 
ence to the extensive powers with which the 
Stewards were invested, he argued that their 
decision on any question arising under the 
rules was absolutely conclusive, and could 
not be made the subject of proceedings in a 
Court of law. i 

Mr. Phelps, following on the same side, 
stated that he did not agree with Mr. Justice 
Meredith that the Turf Club was a pro- 
prietory club, and ,explained the position of 
‘Mr. Rogers, as a trainer, in relation to the 
Stewards, stating that he enjoyed a good 
many advantages, and that he was bound to 
carry out every rule of racing which was 
being administered by the Stewards of the 
Turf Club. a 7 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
next Monday.

William McCann, Crumlin, sued Christo- 
pher Sylvester, cinema proprietor, who runs 
a picture house at the wi G Camp, to 
recover damages for the loss of a mare and 
loss of earnings in consequence of the negli- 
gence of the defendant in the driving of his 
motor car on the Crumlin road on February 
4 last.

Mr. Jeff Dickson's courage in face of the 
opposition of the British xing Board of 
Control had its reward at the Royal Albert 
Hall, London, last night, when he staged the 
most ambitious boxing programme seen in 
England for many years. The big attraction 
was very big. Six feet Tin. in height 1s 
Primo Carnera, the Italian heavy-weight, who 
fought Jack Stanley, of Deptford, and his 
weight is such that at the weiging-in earlier 
in the day Mr. Dickson, the promoter, had 
to stand on the scales in order that the 
machine could register the enormous figure of 
20st. 1b. 

Although the heavy-weights were not fight- 
ing for a title, the personality of Carnera 
had impressed itself upon the boxing public 
so Ben 4 that the fact that Frankie Genaro, 
of America, and Ernie Jarvis, the English 
boy, were meeting for the world’s fly-weight 
title was almost forgotten until the men 
actually were in the ring. 

The misfortune which had dogged Mr. 
Dickson’s footsteps since he decided to stage 
his show, and the greatest of which was the 
tragic death of Johnny Hill, who was origi- 
nally to have met Genaro, proved consistent 
to the last. At the weighing-in the doctor 
would not pass Alf Mancini, of Notting Hill, 
as fit to hu Jack Griffiths, Mancini ad- 
mitting that he was feeling very ill and had 
a temperature. Fred. Green, of Blackfriars, 


filled the vacancy. 

A scene unprecedented in the history of the 
game in England took place during the even- 
ing, when everybody rose to observe a ten 
seconds silence in memory of the late Johnny 


Hill. 
HUNDRED SECONDS FIGHT. 

When the prelimivfary bouts were over, 
Carnera ~~ ~into the eye He was 
smiling as the cheers greeted him, and he 
bowed four times, but the cheers that greeted 
Stanley were a positive roar.

The Italian seemed 
unable to pull his punches, and in the second 
round Tarling went twice through the ropes, and 
signified very clearly that the joke, as indeed it 
was, had gone far enough, and Carnera had won 
yet another bout—two within ten minutes.
